There  in  another  assertion  which 
sometime*  puanes  for  argument  upon 
this-queetkm  It  is  said  tbat  *tbe 
immoral  vets'*  will  be  doubled.  I  dal 
Dot  hllieve  thin  $u*iug  the  word  imJ 
mori^  in  this  sense  in  which  it  is  al 
way  ^implied  here  for  women)  there 
is  anybody  who  will  assert  that  there 
are  ball- <a»  many  "immoral  women 
as  cnee.  We  cannot  measure  the 
whole  country  by  a  few  large  ottiee  in 
this  regard  But  that  argument 
surely  covers  a  good  deal  uitjre 
ground  than  its  inventors  intended^  it 
to.  It  would  result,  would  it  not,'  jf 
applied,  id  enfranchising  about  mne- 
teutbe  of  all  women  tbe  world  oier, 
aid  id  disfranchising  about  nine- 
tenths  of  the  present  voters,  W 
omitting  oar  small  army  contingent 
But  M'ik  tbe 'morality  test  which  they 
want  rigidly  applied  ?  It  it  a  mao's 
morality  which  secures  him  his  suf¬ 
frage,  bis  status  before  the  law  or  iajit 
his  needs  as  a  human  unit  in  a  repub¬ 
lican  form  of  government  ?  Oo  which 
ground  does  he  claim  it  T  If  un  the 
morality  ground,  as  they  apply  tljat 
to  women,  don’t  you  think  his  tenure 
of  office  or  of  citizenship  is  oof  a 
pretty  shaky  foundation  ?  Ask  th^m 
down  in  Kentucky. 

Another  argument  which  crops  nip 
once  in  a  while  is  that,  if  the  suffrage 
were  extended  to  womao,  only  4be 
low  and  vile  would  vote  or  run  Jor 
office.  Of  course  I  know  that  thirf  is 
really  no  argument  at  all,  for  if  is 
based  on  pure  assumption  andj  if 
true  of  men,  would  still  not  disfran 
chise  those  who  did  not  wish  to  "use 
-the  privilege.  But  in  point  of  (set, 
up  to  this  stage  ef  the  prooeedinfls  it 
has  been  only  the  well  educated,  the 
able  ami  the  thoughtful  women  the 
world  over,  wbo  have  entered  into 
this  question.

One -half  of  tbe  human  raoe  cannot 
progress  alone.  In  tbe  effort  to  do 
40  it  has  thrown  itself  into  a  tangle 
that  has  filled  its  mail-houses,  its  bos 
pitals,  and  its  homes,  alas !  with 
jlsvarfed  half-developed  human  per 
£1  >u8  who  are  the  legitimate  fruit  of 
the  conditions  under  whiob  they  ars 
born  and  under  which  they  develop. 

Perhaps  you  are  wondering  how 
woman  suffrage  is  to  remedy  all  this. 
Perhaps  you  are  wondering  if  I  think 
that  women  are  so  much  wiser,  more 
lofty,  and  better  than  men  that  they 
will  legislate  in  the  millenium  the 
first  vote  they  cast.  Let  me  reply  to 
that  right  here.  I  do  not  think  any¬ 
thing  of  the  kind.  I  am  always  sorry 
to  hear  anyone  claim  that  women  will 
vote  this  or  that  evil  oat  of  existence. 
We  can't  afford  to  mortgage  woman's 
vote  before  she  gets  it.  We  don’t 
know  how  she  will  vote- -and  it  is  not 
tbe  least  little  bit  of  our  business. 
Wbat  ws  do  know  and  what  we  claim 
will  do  the  good  is  this — that  she  is  a 
human  being  with  interests  aud  poeds 
and  aims  ihat  are  as  real  afid  as 
strong  and  as  vital  both  to  herself 
and  to  the  community  as  are  those 
of  her  brother,  and  that  it  is  right 
that  she  should  be  so  placed  as  to  be 
able  to  express  herself  about  them 
on  an  equal  legal  footing  with  hex, 
brother  to  count  as  one,  and  that  off* 
uot  an  idiot  in  the  economy  of  natura 
It  is  right  that  she  should  have  a 
voice  iu  her  own  affairs.  It  is  right 
that  such  wisdom  and  ability  as  she 
cioes  possess  should  be  used  to  benefit 
not  uuly  hi  rself  but  the  rsce.  1  his 
is  not  a  contest  between  men  and 
« omen.  It  is  silly,  it  is  petty,  it  is 
fulling  to  grasp  the  root  of  this  sub¬ 
ject  at  all,  to  place  it  upon  such  a 
basis  at  that  Oue-balf  of  the  raoe 
has  not  brain  power  enongh  to  do  tbe 
thinking  for  tbe  whole  race.  It  has 
proved  this  pretty  fully  in  the  past 
It  is  proving  it  pretty  fully  in  the 
present  And  so  long  as  the  >  ace  is 
deprived  of  the  earnest,  honest 
thought  of  the  other  half — just  so 
long  Is  the  half  which  produces  the 
raoe  is  held  as  a  subordinate  and  a 
mere  pawn  in  the  national  life,  just  so 
long  will  tbe  world  continue  to  be 
only  one  half  as  wise,  half  as  good, 
half  as  true,  half  as  lofty  as  its  entire 
capacity  warranto.  If  only  half  of 
the  men  were  allowed  to  think,  if  pnlj 
the  Democrats  of  America  were 
counted  as  voters,  we  would,  as  every 
body  knows,  lose  all  tbe  wisdom  find 
ability  that  the  Repub' ican  uiind  has 
evolved.  If  only  Republicans  voUxl, 
were  ullowed  to  ex  proas  tbemeelvewin

take  advantage  of  the  situation  'and 
who  are  as  heartily  ashamed  of  it  as 
we  are — can  very  readily  understand 
bow  impossible  it  would  bo  ibr  those 
classed  of  women  who  are  associated 
with  narrow-minded  or  brutally-iu- 
oliued  men  to  oome  out  openly  upon 
this  or  any  other  topic  in  opposition 
to  that  grad*  of  man  who  is  so  nbso 
lutely  certain  of  his  own  superiority 
that  he  recognizes  tbat  the  only  way 
to  prove  it  is  to  retain  legal  privileges 
which  statajiis  superiority  in  black 
and  white. 

A  great  American  orator  has  well 
Bald  :  “The  men  who  claim  that  they 
are  tbe  intellectual  superiors-  of 
women  cannot  prove  it  by  putting 
themselves  in  evidence."  And  it 
equally  true  that*bo  nation  can  hope 
to  prove  that  the  genius  of  self-gov¬ 
ernment  rests  wholly  in  its  male  citi¬ 
zen  so  k>Dg  as  it  insists  upon  protect¬ 
ing  him  from  oompekitiou  with  those 
who*  he  says  are  unfit.  If  men  are 
the  natural  and  only  capable  rulers 
of  the  race  the  only  way  to  .prove  it  is 
to  take  the  protective  tariff  off  of  him 
and  allow  nature  to  decide  upon 
equal  and  fair  terms  the  survival  of 
the  fittest  in  government  as  in  life.
